Colombian army took over 
distribution of milk and 
meat in Bogota today in an 
effort to prevent a serious 
food shortage and make pos­ 
sible continuation of the 
Inter-American conference. 
Delegates to the conference have 
indicated to the new coalition gov­ 
ernment that it will have until 
Tuesday to show that it can provide 
necessary facilities— includ!ng food 
and protection—to keep the parley 
in 
the 
strife-ridden 
Colombian 
capital. 
Many hotels have run out of food 
and others have only a day's sup­ 
ply. Despite the fact that the army 
has taken over distribution of milk 
and meat, little seems to be reach­ 
ing the public. The common people 
of Bogota are already hungry. 
Confusion Is General 
Confusion is still general, and 
there is widespread belief that only 
the resignation of President Os- 
pina Perez will bring a return of 
order. 
At least 600 are reported dead, 
with casualties still occurring. 


COLOMBIA SEVERS 
SOVIET RELATIONS 
(BULLETIN) 
BOGOTA. April 12.—'INS) 
— Revolution torn Colombia to­ 
day severed diplomatic rela­ 
tions with Soviet Russia. 
The break in diplomatic re­ 
lations with Moscow followed 
the arrest yesterday of two al­ 
leged Russian agents in con­ 
nection with Friday’s bloody 
revolt. 
The government radio an­ 
nounced that 15 foreign agents, 
including two Russians, had 
been caugh in a spy roundup. 
The announcement said that 
“some were taken alive.” in­ 
cluding three foreign agents 
seized as they assertedly were 
attempting to “start trouble.” 


An 
official 
governm ent 
an­ 
nouncem ent 
said 
that 
Russian 
agents—the num ber was not given 
— had been arrested in connection 
with the revolt. 
Unconfirmed reports said that 
two 
Russians, 
possessing 
docu­ 
ments which connected them with 
the disorders, had been taken into 
custody. 
Individual delegates were un­ 
willing to comment on the alleged 
part of the Soviets in the uprising. 
May Change Site 
This lead delegates to agree that 
to abandon the parley completely 
would be to indicate defeat by 
Communist saboteurs. 
Discussion on w hether to con­ 
tinue the conference in 
Bogota 
centered on both the food supply 
and physical facilities available for 
a m eeting place. 
To continue in the ruined capi-

One suggestion now being dis­ 
cussed is to move the conference 
to Cuba, where facilities left by 
the international trade organiza­ 
tion m eeting are still available.

London’s irrepressible cockneys to 
the royal fam ily—jam m ed Gros- 
venor Square to watch the cere­ 
mony. 
Prim e M inister Clem ent Attlee 
was

So 
was 
W inston 
Churchill—Roosevelt's 
c l o s e 
friend and p artner in the defeat of 
the Axis. 
The king’s brief but heartfelt 
address, 4n which lie term ed the 
American leader “a great man of 
peace and a great citizen of the 
world” brought tears to the eye of 
many of the onlookers. 
The British monarch said: 
“He was not only a great war 
leader, he was one of the foremost 
architects 
of 
the 
common 
vic­ 
tory . . . 
"It is fitting that this statue 
overlook this square, which was 
the nerve-center of the prodigious 
American war effort. 
Throughout 
the years to come it will stand a 
perm anent rem inder of our com- 
radship with the American peo­ 
ple”. 
Benew Our Fledge 
The king added: 
"As we look at it. we shall re­ 
new our pledge to share with that 
people the ideals of peace, and 
freedom for which Roosevelt strove 
with unw ritten faith. 
”] now ask Mrs. Roosevelt to 
unveil the monument and in doing 
so 1 wish to assure her on behalf

great man and great friend”.

Judge T. Alan Gohlshorough ordered the I’MW presi­ 
dent to appear at 10 a. m. ( KNT) Wednesday to stand trial 
for refusal to obey the anti-strike injunction. 
The jurist rejected a plea by lew is' attorney that the 
charges be dropped because the 400,000 miners had been 
directed earlier today to return to their jobs. 
Lewis risk« a heavy fine and possible jail sentence, 
if found guilty. Judge Gohlshorough fined the union chief 
and his organization $3,510,000 in 1046 for a similar of­ 
fense.

Senator Taft Rules 
Out Tax Boost For 
Defense This Year

WASHINGTON, April 12 —Sena- 
tor Taft of Ohio today ruled out 
any boost in taxes this year to off­ 
set increased expenditures for na­ 
tional defense. 
Sim ultaneously. 
Rep. 
Knutson 
R> Minn., expressed the hope that 
w artim e excise taxes can be cut at 
this session of congress 
Taft turned a cold shoulder to 
Ihe recom m endation of President 
T rum an’s council of economic ad­ 
visers for an anti-inflationary tax 
rise. 
The GOP presidential can­ 
didate and chairm an of the senate*'* 
Republican policy com m ittee ex­ 
pressed the view that “we certainly 


can w ait until next January” before 
deciding w hether a tax rise is nec­ 
essary. 
The council, in its first annual 
report, term ed the four billion 800 
million dollar GOP tax cut, enacted 
into law April 2 over Mr. T rum an's 
veto, “im pudent” in view of the 
need for increased expenditures for 
defense preparedness. 
K nutson told reporters that he 
hopes the house ways and means 
com m ittee, of which he is chairm an, 
can elim inate at least some of the 
w artim e excise taxes. 
The com­ 
m ittee now is working on a revision 
of the existing tax structure. 
Knutson, who sponsored the tax 
(CnIIomO I r a n l i | i O h 
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Welly K. Hopkins. UMW attor 
ney. also lost his appeal for a 
week's postponement of the trial. 
Judge Goldsborough ruled: 
“The court sets this case down 
for W ednesday at 10 o'clock. There 
will be no discussion and no argu­ 
ment on that point.” 
Lewis announced the end of the 
strike after a compromise solution 
was reached, prior to the court ses­ 
sion, on the pension dispute which 
shut off the nation's bituminous 
coal supply for 29 days. 
In his vain defense of the UMW 
cbieftan, Hopkins revealed to the 
court that Lewis had anticipated 
the llth -h o u r settlem ent and sent 
out back-to-wprk instructions to 
the m iners even before the agree­ 
m ent was reached. 
Should Return To Work 
The m iners were told in the 
initial message that "the voluntary 
cessation of work should now be 
term inated” and th at "an early 
resolution” of the pension dispute 
was expected. . 
When the agreem ent was reach­ 
ed. a second telegram was dis­ 
patched inform ing the m iners of 
that fact. 
Hopkins said the two messages 
constitute “full, com plete and good 
faith compliance” with the court’s 
anti-strike decree. He asked Judge 
Goldsborough to vacate th at order. 
The union attorney argued that 
the Taft-H artley law provides that 
when a labor dispute is dissolved, 
the attorney general shall move for 
dismissal of the order against the 
union. 
Judge 
Goldsborough 
re­ 
torted: 
Extend Restraining Order 
“T he court can’t consider ser­ 
iously a contention of that kind.” 
Thereupon, the jurist set the 
case for trial and directed the tem ­ 
porary restraining order Lewis is 
accused of violating be extended 10 
days, until April 23. It would have 
expired tomorrow. 
Judge Goldsborough also order­ 
ed that the governm ent’s request

The W hite House declined any 
im m ediate comment on settlem ent 
of the strike. Charles G. Ross, pres­ 
idential press secretsry, refused to 
answ er queries for reaction from 
President Truman. 
May Flare Up Again 
Although 
the 
pension 
dispute 
tem porarily 
is 
settled 
through 
agreem ent of Bridges and Lewis, 
it may flare up again later. Van 
Horn emphasized that he disap­ 
proved the compromise because it 
was “no different” from Lewis’ 
original 
demands 
except

Presum ably, Van Horn can go to 
court in the future and challenge 
actual payments under the com­ 
prom ise plan. 
Lewis inform ed the union mem­ 
bership that the operators are now

mands.

This court—In contrast to the 
disturbances in Bogota and with 
violence elsew here in the world — 
has been functioning quietly, un- 
obstrusively and non-politically in 
the royal palace at the Hague in 
Holland since its creation in 1945.

part of the United Nations the 
world* desire for peace th at pre­ 
vailed when the UN charter was 
signed.

The court is composed of 15 
judges, elected by the G eneral As­ 
sembly and the Security Council 
of the I/N.

sentatives of or delegates from 
the states of which they are citi­ 
zens. T heir allegiance Is pledged 
to the court Itself and the United 
Nations.

BRADY WITH BOMBS 
Chairman of the Atomic Energy Commission has 
made a report to Congress. While of a Mghly confidential 
nature, enough information has leaked out to indicate the 
ration is well fortified witli atomic bombs and is adding 
to its store at an increasing rate. To further the program, 
Congress has appropriated an additional $150,000,000, the 
full amount asked. 
There are two schools of thought on the question of 
tis'ng atomic bombs in the event of war.

Those who take this position would put the bombs 
r a Cass with gas, which was not used in the last war be­ 
cause no nation wanted to take the risk.

Results obtained in Japan and through experiments 
conducted since the war leave no doubt about the effec­ 
tiveness of atomic bombs as a weapon of war. Conflict be­ 
tween two powerful nations, each eqiypped with the 
bombs, would be horrible to contemplate. But Amer­ 
ican military leaders are convinced of the necessity of be­ 
ing prepared for that very thing.

Much as I like the big British Queens. I would be enchanted to 
patronize a ship flying the American flag. American owned and o p i ­ 
ated— 1 am just that nationalistic—and I believe that this couni i,* 
ought to be able to give Great Britain or any other nation cards and 
spades when it comes to building and operating a safe, comfortable 
and happy ship 
Only, when I am asked to fork over five C’s or

I want a scrupulously clean eabin fitted with the best appoim- 
m ents that money can buy. first class food. and. above all. friendly 
service.

great ship. 
That's just about enough tim e for the steam ship line to 
train its crews to treat passengers like friends rath er than enemies. 
Curious Characteristic Of American 
It is a curious characteristic of the American that he has always 
confused serving with servility. 
He considers that he is demeaning 
him self if he lugs in a plate of soup and sets it down in front ot you. 
or if he makes your bed. or goes out to the bai and fetches you a 
highball.

SEED CONSERVATION DOUBLY 
DESIRABLE 


Since legtune seeds, especially 
red clover, continue very scarce 
and high in price, careful use of 
them is urged in order to stretch 
the available supply and to save 
cash 
This may result in some desir­ 
able substitution of alfalfa for red 
clover. Alsike may also be used in 
part, but it makes short hay in 
dry seasons and no second crop. 
Ladino clover is not so good for 
hay as for pasture 
and 
except 
where timothy is to be mowed sev­ 
eral year*; 
it is hardly worth in­ 
cluding Sweet clover is not a satis­ 
factory substitute. 
("lover is loo important in the 
rotation for both hay and soi' im­ 
provement to be omitted on any 
land sweet enough to grow it, even 
if the seed is high, but with proper 
carc a little seed can be made to 
go a long way. Good stands of red 
clover are often secured with 4 
pound per acre, and in the present 
situation, a bushel should cover 10 
acres. This is no cxuuse to r the 


large amounts of seed sometimes 
sown. 
When clover is sown with spring 
grain, a good, solid seedbed alm ost 
always gives the best stand. D rop­ 
ping the seed behind the drill will 
reduce losses from too deep cover­ 
ing.

Vivid recollections of a several 
I days visit to Bogota, the capital of 
Colombia. South America, are re­ 
called by Woodson W. Collins of 
The News editorial staff, who spenl 
some time in the Colombian capital 
during a visit with his brothrr-in- 
law and sister. Rev. and Mrs. Fred­ 
erick A. Smith, missionaries to 
that country under the Christian 
and Missionary Alliance. 
The bombing of the American 
Legation building and the insur­ 
rection which broke out there Fri­ 
day afternoon has caused much 
concern over the welfare of the 
Smith family, who are quite close 
! to Cali, Colombia's third largest 
! city which has been taken over by 
I the rebels.

The last word received from the 
| Smiths by the Collins family came 
| the latter part of March when Mrs. 
' Smith had entered a hospital in 
Popayan, Cauca. Colombia for con- 
1 tinemcnt. 
Word is expected mo- 
I mentarily by wire concerning the 
' safety of the Smith family. 
Only 
Rev. and Mrs. Smith and their 
three year old son. Frederick. Jr. 
are in Colombia, while their two 
i daughters. Elenita and Carola arc 
attending school in Quito, Ecua­ 
dor. 
Flew To Bogota 
• 
Mr. Collins flew to Bogota in 
; August of 1943 while he was in the 
employe of the Panama Canal at 
Balboa, Canal Zone. 
Bogota, it­ 
self is 9.000 feet up in the mount­ 
ains and to get to the city, the 
p l a n e must reach a height of 
twelve to thirteen thousand feet 
before it lands at the airport some 
ten or eleven miles from the down­ 
town section of the city where are 
centered the government buildings 
where the trouble is centered. 
Bogota is one of the most mod­ 
ern cities in South America, des­ 
pite its location high up in the 
mountains. 
One of the unusual 
facts of the climate is that perhap* 
every two or three hours, a fine 
mist falls resembling rain, due to 
the c i t y being so high in the 
clouds. 
It has modem buildings, 
streetcars and transportation sys­ 
tems. 
The building of the U S. Lega­ 
tion was visited by The News man 
during his visit there. The present 
government in power is favorable 
to the work being done by the 
Smith's
